Burruss, who was always ready and willing to give them advice and show them 
new plays. We wish to express our appreciation to him for his wonderful ser- 
vices given us this year. 

The first team consisted mainly of players from the eleventh and twelfth 
grades. Out of the eleven games played, we lost only the one with McKenney and 
tied one game with Dinwiddie. 

During the season every player displayed good sportsmanship, which is an 
asset to any team. 

The team will lose five outstanding players by graduation. They are: 
Nancy Graham, Lucy Neal, Jean Proctor, Louise Robbins, and Lois Starke. 

We placed second in the final standings and met Dinwiddie in the semi- 
finals tournament game. We lost 28-13. Christine Emory was chosen as a 
member of the All-Star Tournament Team, which was selected by the officials. 

The high scorers were Nancy Graham, who made a total of 121 points; 
Barbara Carter, 117, and Betty Williams, 77. The total points for the eleven 
games was 350, compared to 205 for our opponents. Our guards, who played so 
faithfully, exhibited excellent team work throughout the games.
